4. THE MAIN POINTS OF LIU'S DEMARCHE: 

- CHINA EXPRESSES UTMOST INDIGNATION OVER AND 
LODGES A STRONG PROTEST AGAINST PRESIDENT BUSH'S ACTION 
ON CHINESE STUDENTS. THE PRESIDENT'S ADMINISTRATIVE 
MEASURES HARM THE SINO-UQS. AGREEMENT ON EDUCATIONAL 
EXCHANGES AND THE RELATIONS BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES. 

-- SENDING OF CHINESE PERSONNEL TO STUDY ABROADi 
THEIR MANAGEMENT AND ARRANGEMENT UPON THEIR RETURN 
ARE ALL CHINA'S INTERNAL AFFAIRS IN WHICH MO FOREIGN 
GOVERNMENT HAS A RIGHT TO INTERFERE, 

-- ALLEGATIONS THAT CHINESE STUDYING ABROAD MIGHT BE 
PERSECUTED UPON THEIR RETURN TO CHINA ARE COMPLETELY 
GROUNDLESS. 

-- CHINA EXPRESSES PROFOUND REGRET THAT PRESIDENT 
BUSH ISSUED ADMINISTRATIVE MEASURES ALLOWING CHINESE 
SECRET 
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STUDENTS TO STAY IN THE U.S. "ON THE EXCUSE THEY 
MIGHT HE SUBJECTED TO PERSECUTION WHEN THEY RETURN

-- ALTHOUGH THE U.S. GOVERNMENT HAS INDICATED IT IS 
OPPOSED .0 THE PEL05I BILL, REGRETTABLY PRESIDENT 
BUSH HAS MADE POSSIBLE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF VARIOUS 
MEASURES IH PELOSI BY ISSUING AN ADMINISTRATIVE 
MEMORANDUM. 

- AS A RESUL-- Of ThE I, . 5 . (.OVERNMEriT ' S V>OL>T:ON OF

FOR SUCH EXCHANGES, SINO-U.S. EDUCATIONAL EXCHANGES 
CANNOT PROCEED IN A NORMAL MANNER. 

- THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT "CANNOT BUT MAKE THE 
DECISION TO SUSPEND SENDING CHINESE PERSONNEL TO THE 
U.S. AS STUDENTS FOR POST-GRADUATE COURSES. " 

5 AFTER THE INTERPRETER FINISHED READING THE 
DEMARCHE* LIU SAID HE FELT THE CHINESE RESPONSE TO 
PRESIDENT BUSH'S ACTION IN THIS CASE HAD BEEN 
RESTRAINED. CHINA HAD TAKEN NOTE OF PRESIDENT BUSH'S 
POCKET VETO OF THE PELOSI BILL* BUT THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
MEASURES TAKEN BY PRESIDENT BUSH WEREi IN EFFECT, THE 
SAME AS THE PROVISIONS OF THE PFLOSI BILL. HE SAID 
CHINA HOPED THAT THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THESE 
ADMINISTRATIVE MEASURES COULD BE STOPPED. AFTER 
THAT; CHINA WOULD THEN RECONSIDER SENDING CHINESE 
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GRADUATE STUDENTS TO THE UNITED STATES FOR STUDY.

6. CHARGE TOLD LIU THE DECISION TO SUSPEND EXCHANGES 
WAS REGRETTABLE, HE REMINDED LIU THAT PRESIDENT 
BUSH HAD TAKEN SEVERAL STEPS TO IMPROVE SINO-U.S. 
RELATIONS ANDi AT GREAT POLITICAL COST* HAD FOUGHT 
HARD ftGAlNST THE PELOSI BILL DESPITE ITS WIDESPREAD 
POPULARITY. HE TOLD LIU THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT, 
IN TAKING THIS TYPE OF DECISION. HAD MADE A BASIC 
MISREADING OF OUR EFF0RT8 TO MANAGE THE PROCESS OF 
IMPROVING SINO-U.S. RELATIONS. CHARGE OBSERVED THAT 
SECRET 
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TODAY'S ACTION IS NOT ONLY NOT HELPFUL TO OUR 
EFFORTS TO I^PRiUE 3IU*TFR.^L RE'.ATtTNS BUT TS ALSO 
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DIRECTLY AGAINST CHINA'S OUN LONG-TERM INTEREST5. 

THE CHARGE ADDED THAT THE TIMING OF THIS DECISION SEEMED 

PARTICULARLY UNFORTUNATE. 

7. NOTING LIU'S REFERENCE TO "THE HANAGEMENT AND 
ARRANGEMENT- OF CHINESE STUDYING ABROAD WAS AN 
INTERNAL MATTER. PASCOE SAID HE HOPED THIS DID 
NOT SUGGEST CHINA INTENDED TO INTERFERE WITH ITS 
STUDENTS STUDYING ABROAD. PASCOE WARNED 

LIU THAT THE UNITED STATES WOULD NOT ACCEPT ANY 
HARASSMENT OF CHINESE STUDENTS ON AMERICAN SOIL. WHICH 
WOULD CONSTITUTE DIRECT INTERFERENCE IN OUR INTEPNAL 
AFFAIRS. 

8. LIU COMMENTED THAT THE ADMINISTRATIVE MEASURES 
ANNOUNCED BY PRESIDENT BUSH ARE NO DIFFERENT FROM 
THE PELOSI BILL. THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT AND 
PEOPLE CANNOT "SWALLOW THIS BITTER PILL. - 

THE DECISION TO SUSPEND SENDING STUDENTS 
FOR POST-GRADUATE COURSES IN THE U.S. IS ONE CHINA 
WAS FORCED TO MAKEi HE SAID* AND FOR WHICH CHINA 
HAS NO RESPONSIBILITY. 

9 ON THE QUESTION OF TIMINGi LIU SAID THE DECISION 

HAD BEEN MADE AT THIS POINT PURPOSELY 

SO THE CHINESE POSITION WOULD BE "CLEAR' BEFORE 

GENERAL SCOWCROFT'S ARRIVAL. LIU CLAIMED THAT 

TELLING US THEIR DECISION NOW WOULD MAKE A BETTER 

ATMOSPHERE FOR THE TALKS WITH GENERAL SCOWCROFT . HE 

ALSO SUGGESTED THAT THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT HAD NOT 

REFERRED TO PRESIDENT BUSH BY NAME BECAUSE OF THE 
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GREAT ESTEEM IN WHICH THEY HOLD HIM. 

10. CHARGE COMMENTED THAT THE CHINESE ACTION SEEMS!) 
DESIGNED TO WORSEN RELATIONS AT THE WRONG TIME. KE 
ALSO ASKED FOR A CLARIFICATION OF THE SCOPE OF THE 
CHINESE ACTION. LIU MERELY REREAD THE LANGUAGE FfcOK 
THE DEMARCHE. CHARGE THEN CLOSED BY TELLING LIU 
HE HOPED THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT WOULD RECONSIDER 
ITS DECISION. 
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
